In 
order to expedite the issuance of patent protection for 
Applicant's invention, and without acceding to the 
outstanding rejections, the subject matter of Claims 44 and 
5 0 (including intervening Claims 43 and 51, as renumbered by 
the Examiner) has been incorporated into independent Claims 
18 and 45, respectively. Claims 43-44 and 49-50 have been 
cancelled accordingly . 

In view of the aforementioned amendments, all pending 
claims are now in condition for allowance. 

The specification and drawings have also been amended 
to place this application in better form for issue. To 
facilitate entry of the changes, a substitute specification 
accompanies this Amendment. A marked-up version showing the 
changes is also submitted herewith.
